Municipal Officers Can Collect 
From Floating Population 

Throughout the Dominion there ex¬ 
ists a chain of civic, and municipal 
organizations, acting though these the 
Dominion government would have a 
complete assessment of the people. 
Through these oncers the government 
could collect the tax- Through them 
it could collect from that portion of 
our people who are not definitely lo¬ 
cated, the floating population. For 
these, a simple registration system by 
card, would need to be in operation, 
and enforced by it being made unlaw¬ 
ful to pay wages to such unless he 
produced his card. By some such 
means every citizen would be at once 
compelled to pay his, or her, share, 
and to be assured that everyone was 
paying their share. 

A Gradated Tax' 

4“No citizenship without taxation)” 
is a perfectly fair proposition. 

Whilst it is true that all should pay 
their share, it is also true that some 
are more able to pay, and could, by 
reason of their greater riches pay a 
larger amount, without incurring any 
hardship upon them. To reach these 
it is necessary that the income tax be 
levied, and levied with an 'increasing 
pressure upon the increased amount of 
wealth. 

People Ready For Direct Taxation 

We would not go so far as to sug¬ 
gest that tarriff duties be removed at 
the present time. However, one of 
the results of the campaign for the re¬ 
moval of, the tarriff, has been that 
the average man has prepared himself 
to face direct taxation. 

Present Scheme Breeds Discontent 

Instead of taking the people into 
confidence, and having a definite un¬ 
derstanding, the government has set 
a thousand different traps through! 
which the people are taxed. Instead 
of paying a known sum once a y^ar, 
the people are asked to pay an un¬ 
known amount—perhaps a hundred 
tiimes a year- Instead of creating con¬ 
fidence in trade, the government has 
set buyer -aginst seller. It has made 
every storekeeper and vendor an un- 
ling tax-collector, an object of sus-

Make Statement of Need 
There is no doubt in the minds of 
any of Us that the government is hard 
pressed for money, .and is confront¬ 
ed with a supreme difficulty in fi¬ 
nancing the various activities it is its 
lot to perform. This being so, we 
suggest that th© government would 
have been well advised to take the 
public into its confidnce more fully. 

Suppose for a minute, that the gov¬ 
ernment facing the difficult question, 

had had the courage of presenting a

flat statement of its financial needs 
to its citizens; saying to them in fact, 
we need just so much money, and we 
must have it from you. 

Let Every One Pay Share 
We propose to get this amount by 
taxing every adult a certain amount, 
and the balance we will obtain by an 
income tax, and the ordinary sources 
or revenue already in'existence. 

A Basis of Confidence 
In taking such a course as this the 
people would have had a direct know¬ 
ledge of the needs of the government 
—a basis for confidence. We submit 
that never before, in the history of 
our Dominion, was there a greater 
readiness on the part of the people to 
pay an increased taxation. None of 
us by choic© pay taxes, none of us are 
willing to pay taxes un-necessarily, 
and all of us like to feel that the taxes

Farming Problems 

Hon. C. M. Hamiltpn, Minister of 
Agriculeture, in the course of a brief 
address at the opening proceedings, 
stated that these Better Farming 
tranns had always been very popular 
had accomplished a great deal of good 
and there was on e'very hand a keen 
demand for this agricultural ex¬ 
exhibition on wheels- Every man 
“who takes up a public position has, 
or should have, a number of ideas 
which he wants to have put in oper¬ 
ation. Accordingly there ape one or 
two matters, one or two lines, which 
I am working to develop. 

“Saskatchewan agriculture has 
been faced with many difficulties 
dunring the past few years. Grain 
growing has remained the main feat¬ 
ure, and. our products in this connec¬ 
tion have obtained a high reputation 
in face of the keenest competition. 
W> e have now, however, reached the 
point where farming must be more 
than grain growing. Summer fallow 
ing has been of incalculable value to 
this province, yet this very system 
tends to set up conditions favorable 
to soil drifting. The most likely so¬ 
lution that I can see is that we must 
go in more for grasses and hay, which 
means more live stock, which in its 
culture. 

“The dry conditions,' ‘ went on Mr. 
Hamilton, “of the past few years have 
been very serious and discouraging 
and I propose to call together the best 
men in Western Canada, and after 
this conference I shall be much disap¬ 
pointed if some better and safer meth¬ 
od of agriculture to combat these dry 
conditions, cannot be solved."

Ottawa, June 11—(Canadian Press) 
—While the stocks of Canadian news¬ 
print companies are soaring as much 
as ten points in a day. reflecting the 
unprecedented prosperity of the Cana¬ 
dian newsprint industry, a group of 
Canadian publishers are still in Otta¬ 
wa struggling to prevent the extinc¬ 
tion of their newspaper properties 
through inability to get newsprint 
supplies in a country that is exporting 
six times a s much newsprint as is re¬ 
quired by domestic consumers. 

The newsprint formerly supplied to 
these publishers has been diverted to 
United States- It represents an ad¬ 
dition of only one per cent, to the 
650,000 tons now being exported annu¬ 
ally to that country, but it is the life 
blood of the Canadian daily news¬ 
papers from whom it has been taken. 

No question of prices is involved, as 
the Canadian publishers are quite will¬ 
ing to pay the current contract prices 
for export to foreign countries. 

The present crisis has been precipi¬ 
tated by the actions of a very small 
minority among the newsprint manu¬ 
facturers of Canada. The others are 
continuing, without question, the sup¬ 
plies of their Canadian customers, but 
are either unable or unwilling to take 
car e of other Canadian daily news¬ 
papers whose supplies have been cut 
off. An impasse ha s been reached and

or reduce his live stock. Large ship¬ 
ments of live stock jvere sent to mar¬ 
ket from this area during the late 
summer and fall minths. Peed for the 
balance of the stock was arranged for 
in northern Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and eastern Canada. As 
early as October hay began moving 
to southern Alberta and a steady sup¬ 
ply was kept up through the whole 
winter and at no time throughout the 
season was there any serious short¬ 
age except ip a few small districts. 
The result in southern and eastern 
Alberta has been that the loss in cat¬ 
tle by reason of the reduction of stocks 
and foresight in the purchase of feed 
i s not particularly heavy- 

Enquiries respecting losses have 
been sent to a large number of farm- 
rs and crop reporters throughout the 
province. The replies indicate that 
the losses range from nothing at all 
in some districts to twenty-five per 
cent, in others. Department officials 
have made enquiries throughout the 
country and from information receiv¬ 
ed from all sources, the department 
concludes that the loss has been about 
ten per cent over the areas subject 
to feed shortage, that is Southern Al¬ 
berta, and parts of Central Alberta, 
but on account of the steady reduction 
last summer of stock going into whi¬ 
ter in loss areas and the consequent 
increase in the number of areas with 
sufficinet feed, the lossses in relation 
to the whole cattle stock of the pro¬ 
seven or eight per cent. This does 
not include the loss in spring calves. 

The situation with respect to horse 
stock is somewhat different. The dry 
Season experienced in southern Al¬ 


berta left the horses in a thin condi¬ 
tion entering winter. Horses which 
had been accustomed to running out 
in previous winters were turned out 
in ranges on which the grass was 
short and the water scarce. The 
winter closed down rapidly and much 
earlier than usual with the result that 
the horse stock suffered seriously dur¬ 
ing the first two months of winter. 
In the central and northern portions 
of the province there has not been 
an y special loss in horses but on ac¬ 
count of the general feed shortage 
horses are thinner in flesh than usual-

Exportation of liquor from the pro¬ 
vince on a commercial scale is a thing 
of the past, with the closing of the 
liquor warehouses enforced by the at¬ 
torney-general’s department and all 
stocks stored are now under the direct 
supervision of the provincial police. 

At the time of th e final extension of 
time granted by the attorney-general 
to liquor warehouses terminated, 
about thirty-five commercial export 
agencies were still in business in the 
province, not having disposed of their 
stocks before the act prohibiting the 
export of liquor from the province or 
the maintenance of a liquor ware¬ 
house therein without a license for the 
purpose being obtained from the do- 
,minion government. Ottawa appar¬ 
ently took the stand that no license 
would be so granted unless a recom¬ 
mendation to thi s effect has been sent 
by Hon J. R. Boyle, or is likely to be 
sent. 

The liquor export houses which 
closed their doors nave bjfeen busy 
taking stock and it is shown that 
large quantities of liquor are still on 
hond throughout the province. It is 
not the intention of the provincial 
vendor’s department to take over this 
liquor and accordingly the stores are 
being kept under lock and key of the 
provincial police. The supplies will 
be shipped out by the agencies under 
the personal direction and supervis¬ 
ion of the police, the majority of the 
agencie s moving to Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia. It is said that 
many firms have stocks on hand 
ranging from two carloads upwards.

Secure Hay Permits 

The pressing shortage of hay during 
the past season, as well as somewhat 
similar experiences during other re¬ 
cent years should convince every 
farmer in the west that as a whole we 
do not carry on hand sufficient stock 
of good fodder. 

Farmers who live close enough to 
wild-hay lands to enable them to cut 
hay therefrom should act early this 
year in the securing of hay permits 
from the owners. During years of 
feed shortage, persons who need to cut 
hay usually begin action to secure- the 
permits too late to secure best results. 
Even though the hay may not be need¬ 
ed next winter, the average farmer 
would be well advised to carry over 
a stack or two of hay from year to 
'year to meet the season of real short¬ 
age, when it does come.

Stock Weathered 

Severe Winter 

The winter lust past was one of the 
most trying on live stock in the his¬ 
tory of the province. The prairie 
area in general went into the winter 
very short of feed. The balance of 
the province including central and 
northern Alberta had sufficient feed 
for an ordinary winter. High prices 
offered for hay and sheaves induced 
some of the farmers to sell some., of 
their feed early in the winter to the 
farmers in the prairie country. Had 
the winter and spring proved to be an 
ordinary one,, there would still have 
been enough feed to carry the stock 
in northern and central Alberta. Ear¬ 
ly in March it became evident that a 
good many farmers in this territory 
would experience a feed shortage due 
to quite unusual conditions and they 
suffered considerable losses. Some 
difficulty was experienced in securing 
rapid movement of hay from eastern 
Canada to the central and northern 
parts of the province during the early 
stage of this emergency. A little later, 
however, free movement was secured 
and the situation was materially re¬ 
lieved. 

In the southern and eastern portions 
of the province conditions were some¬ 
what different. It was evident in the 
early fall to the prairie farmer that 
he must provide feed for the winter [
